How a British Commando raid is 
planned and carried out will be seen 
for the first time on a motion picture 
sereen when Universal’s ‘Eagle Squad- 
don” comes to the Cape Cinema on 
Thursday, July 16, with Diana Barry- 
more and Robert Stack heading a large 
cast.

-helmets and gloves and often blacken 


their faces or smudge them with clay 
before attacking. They take their name 
from the small, rapidly moving Boer 
armies, all on horseback, that plagued 
the British forces in the Boer War of 
1898-1902, and were called Commandos. 

The cinema Commando in “Eagle 
Sauadron’’ was formed to correspond to 
a real Commando in almost every re- 
spect, including number. The extra and 
bit players mustered for roles as Com- 
mando fighters totaled about the same 
number as that used in an actual night- 
raiding unit. These players received spe- 
cial training by British technical experts 
in raid tactics, and were, to begin with, 
all chosen from the casting bureau files 
for previous military service in various 
armies, and for familiarity with all 
types of modern weapons. Three invasion 
barges, built exactly to the size of actual 
Commando vessels, and equipped with 
drawbridges for landing tanks and gun 
turrets to cover those landings were 
built at the studio machine and precision 
Shops. Several small tanks were also 
turned out at these shops for the raid 
sequence. 

Three armored cars, 22 motorcycles, 
50 machine guns of all calibres, 22 motor- 
cycles, 500 rifles with bayonets, five doz- 
en hand grenades both Allied and Axis 
types, and half a dozen fighter planes 
were assembled for the Commando 
scenes. Also a set representing a heavily 
fortified Nazi defense position was built 
on the California coast at Portuguese 
Point, Palos Verdes, about 30 miles from 
Hollywood. Here the Comamndo landing 
was rehearsed and shot.
